The examiner also suggest adding the limitations of claim 55 to all independent claims 
to further define the step of selecting the word nearest to the cursor, as Ho teaches a simlar method for selecting word 
nearest to cussor, but Ho does not teach selecting word by repositioning a cursor nearest to any one of the word in the 
sentence other than a last word input into the sentence as recited in claim 55. 
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
